Jury in Shelby Circuit Court Returns 


Verdict Convicting Shelbyville 


Printer of Manslaughter 


GOES TO P R ISO N 2 TO 21 Y E A R S 


The End cf Lcng Murder Trial There 


Means Judge Blair Will be Here 


For Ccurt. 


A jury in the Shelby circuit court 
at Shelbyville this morning at eight 
o’clock returned a verdict finding Ed­ 
ward Van Pelt, a printer of Shelbyville 
guilty of the murder of Charles Tin­ 
dall, a Shelbyville attorney, which 
occurred last August 25. 
The finding of the jury was man­ 
slaughter or second degree murder 
which means a sentence of two to 
twenty-one years in the penitentiary 
for the guilty man. 
VanPelt was 
promptly sentenced by Judge Blair 
and will be taken to prison at once. 
The jury got the case at six o’clock 
last night and reached a verdict early 
this morning. 
The verdict of the jury is a> fol- 
1 ows: 
“We, the july, find the defendant 
to be 
guilty of 
manslaughter 
as 
charged in the indictment, and we al­ 
so find him to be sixty years of age. 
We also find that he was not a per­ 
son of unsound mind at the time the 
crime was committed*.’* 
The case has attracted much a t­ 
tention. 
VanPelt shot Tindall 
on 
August 25. 
His victim was a promi­ 
nent attorney and chairman of the 
upreme Court of Honor.

While it holds true that there is 
news everywhere, it is of course most 
plentiful at some certain places iii 
the city, and of these places perhaps 
there is none that is more prolific of 
newspaper articles than the office of 
County Auditor Stone. It is here that 
the news man can learn the happen­ 
ings of the times in all of that won­ 
derful machinery which combines to 
form the county government. It is 
here that all the plans of the county 
officials are first made public, and it 
is in this office that the first orders 
are made which direct 
where 
the 
funds of the county are to be expen­ 
ded. 
In short, there is but little in coun­ 
ty affairs that cannot be learned iii 
the auditor’s office. 
Here, too, the 
county council and county commis­ 
sioners meet, and on an average the 
reporters are supplied 
with 
mort 
readable information from this one 
t ffiee than from any other one place 
in the city. Blue indeed is the news­ 
paper writer who meets a 
pleasant 
smile but a sad “nothing doing” when 
he enters the 
auditor’s 
office. 
Ile 
knows then that he must do some 
rapid limiting if he is to put up th6 
readable, lively paper that the people 
want. 
Auditor Bt one and his deputy, Mrs.

Eight thousand rebels are preparing 
to march from Canton to Nanking. 
The situation at Hankow is still ob­ 
scure beyond description. 
There has 
been a renewal of the fighting there 
and each side Is claiming victory. 
Yuan Shih Kai is credited with a 
fixed determination to suppress the 
rebellion in the Yangtse valley and is 
steadily preparing his military plan to 
that end. 
So long, however, as the 
national assembly refuses to sanction 
a foreign loan it is difficult to see how 
Yuan can carry out his plans. 
It is 
estimated that the imperial customs 
receipts for the year 1911 will not ex­ 
ceed 60 ]»er cent of the normal sum, 
owing to the rebellion.

E. Barnard, chemist of the state 
board. Of the 219 foods examined at 
the state laboratories, seventy were 
illegal. Twenty-three of tlie fifty-five 
samples of milk examined were con­ 
demned because of the presence of 
visible dirt, 
Four of the six cream 
samples examined were classed as il­ 
legal for the same reason. 
Six of the sixteen ice cream sam­ 
ples examined contained less than the 
required amount of butter fat* Eight 
of the six-teen Vinegars tested were 
Illegal either because of misbranding 
or low acid content. 
Three samples 
of “temperance'* beers were examined 
and all classed a s illegal because the 
percentage of alcohol was no lower 
than usually found in standard beers, 
Sixteen o f the twenty-three catsups 
examined were illegal in nearly all 
Cases because of the presence of ben­ 
zoate of soda.

FACE A BITTER FIGHT 


Socialists Gain Strong Foothold 
In Federation. 


Atlanta, 
Ga., 
Nov. 
21.—When 
a minority report of a committee was 
adopted, providing that in future all 
officers of the federation be elected by 
initiative and referendum, a Socialist 
measure, 
what 
a 
number of the 
delegates believe is a forecast of the 
death of the old regime and the in­ 
coming c? new leaders within the next 
few years, was shown at the American 
Federation of Labor convention. The 
convention disagreed with the majori­ 
ty report of the committee against the 
new system. 
President Samuel Gompers. goaded 
by remarks on the floor, declared that 
he was with the minority, but the 
other officers are looked upon as being 
against the proposed system. 
The fight for the new system was 
led by Joseph D. Cannon of the West­ 
ern Feed ration of Miners, and others 
who are considered advocates bf So­ 
cialism. It was opposed by the present 
officer* of the federation and the 
friends of Gompers.
